Truck Registrations i inN. J. 
Increase 104.4% in January 


RENTON, N. J., March 5.—New 
Jersey’s commercial car regis- 

tration for January’ increased 
104.4 per cent. over the same 
month in 1929, the greatest one- 
month gain ever recorded. Only 
one make tabulated showed a loss. 

Although a big part of the 1,587 
trucks registered as of January were 
probably sold in December, this was 
also true of January, 1929, when 
December, 1928, registrations were 
held over. This situation is the re- 
sult of the system of allowing trucks 
to operate with the following year’s 
tags during the last fifteen days of 
the year. This results in registra- 
tions for the first month of the new 
year of cars sold in December. 

In spite of this situation, the reg- 
istrations for January this year show 
that not all of the 104.4 per cent.

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Competition 


HERE has been a good deal of talk lately in the automo- 
tive industry regarding the keenness of competition 
that is likely to exist in 1930. The assumption by the 
average man hearing these statements would probably be 
that dealers generally are going to rush into a horse- 
swapping campaign, underselling each other or overbidding 
on used cars, which amounts to the same thing in the end. 
In this sense, we do not believe that 1930 is going to 
develop frenzied competition. We believe that the manu- 
facturers generally have taken steps to insure their 
merchants from the need of entering upon any such ruinous 
race for customers. We believe that dealers have a clearer 
understanding of their position than they ever did before 
and will refuse to be jockeyed into any such competition for 
“debit sales,” by which we mean sales that eventually show 
Iosses on the books. 

We do believe that competition is going to be stimulat- 
ingly keen in 1930. There will not be as many cars sold this 
year as there were in 1929. BUT we are firmly convinced 
that the average net profit is going to be greater this year 
than last, and it is net profit that tells the dealer what kind 
of a year he has had, not gross sales. 

As a matter of fact, competition in the automotive field 
never has been as keen as it is in many other lines of busi- 
ness. To begin with, the automotive merchant is selling 
something that every one wants. He does not have to begin 
by persuading a reluctant customer against his will. In 


any given client will buy, not whether he will purchase a 
vehicle or not. 
very beginning. The salesman who thinks it hard to sell 
motor cars ought to take a whirl! at life insurance for a bit. 
Or perhaps he might try some of the many industries where 
competition seeps down to fractions of a cent per unit in the 
race to close sales. After a little experience of this kind the 
automobile salesman would probably go back to his work 
with a new point of view on what competition really means. 
Our own idea of competition in 1930 in the automobile 
business is that it will be much less reckless than it was in 
1929, and that the man who puts honest effort into his 
work is going to make more money than he did last year.

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Florida New Car Sales 
In January 56% Over 29 


(TALLAHASSEE, Fla., March 7.— 
In line with improved business 
conditions in the state of Florida, 
the registrations of new passenger 
cars in this state in January 
showed an increase of 56.8 per 
cent. over the corresponding month 

of 1929. 

The retail sales in the first month 
of this year, as indicated by the 
actual registrations, amounted to 
3,672, as compared with 2,407 in the 
corresponding month of 1929, a gain 
of 1,365. 

According to the official registra- 
tion figures for January appearing 
in the Automotive Daily News, this 
is the best record made in January 
by any state reporting thus far. Of 
course the buying season in this 
section of the country opens up 
earlier than in the North, but this 
does not detract from the large in- 
crease shown over a year ago, when 
sales were at record levels. 

Ford and Chevrolet were the large 
gainers, the former registering 1,756 
new cars in the state during the 
month, as compared with 693 a year 
ago, a gain of 1,063. Chevrolet's 
sales for the month were 970, as 
against 373 a year ago, an increase 
of 597. 

Other gains were made by 
Graham, up from 33 to 62; Hud- 
son, up from 40 to 58; Durant, 
from 15 to 16; Marmon, from 4 
to 10; Pierce-Arrow, from 3 to 8; 
Franklin, from 2 to 6, and Lincoln 
from 1 to 6. It is notable that the 
gains were well spread through 
the low, medium and higher price 
classes. i

Mean Complete Stocks,

FPOLEDO, O., March %.— The 
more than a quarter of a cen- 
fury of continuous and gratifying 
growth which forms the basis of 
the present Union Supply Com- 
y here, jobbing concern for 
The automotive trade and other 
allied businesses, is based on an 
unusual conception of service and 
what many executives of com- 
ies engaged in similar enter- 
prises might choose to term ex- 
cessively large inventories. 

To this company, however, large 
stocks mean complete stocks and 
another cog in its service program. 

The apparent overstocking of 
shelves and stock bins is based upon 
the opposite of a condition which 
existed in the automotive jobber 
trade two decades ago, when sales- 
men took orders and sold bills of 
goods and then hoped their com- 
panies had the stock to fill the or- 
ders. This condition does not exist 
with this concern. Stocks always 
are adequate. 

Executives of the company point 
out that their system of checking | 
their stock and keeping it within | 
the reasonable bounds of good mer- 
chandizing is in keeping with the} 
business maxim of making the} 
method fit the business instead of 
causing the business to conform to 
a certain definite and cold statis- 
tical analysis of their salable as- 


Sets. 

The method of inventory used by 
the Union Supply Company, since it 
is a form of stock checking, is not 
vested in any of the purely me- 
chanical contrivances offered for 
such purposes. It does not entail 
complicated book records or an 
elaborate system of checking each 
sale or bill of goods against stock 


The method, rather, is based 
‘upon the double duty the firm 
feels of merchandizing its own 

and its custemers’ goods 
th--best advantage of both and 
upon the closest co-operation be- 
tween the purchasing and sales 
divisions of the company. 
R. J. Saelzler, head of the pur- 


chasing department of the company, | 


is actually a merchandizer. 
wise, J. G. Cassels, who presides 
over the sales department, keeps his 
division attuned to the trend 
company’s lines from the purchase | 
angle. 

These two departments, acting to- 
gether as a merchandising unit, re- | 
ceive very frequent reports from the 
company’s stockrooms. These re- | 
ports take the form of requisitions 
for stock and reports on the speed | 
of various items through the com- 
pany’s lines. A dual checking sys- | 
tem, participated in by both depart- 
ments, acts as a double check upon 
the accuracy of any single report | 
or requisition. If any unusual | 
movement in any particular line is 
reported, the verification of the re- 
port is the matter of an instant, due 
to the close ties that bind these 
departments into a single unit for 
such cases. 
_ The highest ideal of the company 
is reselling the merchandise of the 
customers. To this end, through an 
extensive program of friendly coun- 
sel, careful weighing of customers’ 
problems as well as the company’s 
problems and other details of cour- 
tesy, the company has built up a 
wide and expanding business in its 
field. 

Ninety-five per cent. of the Union 
Supply Company’s business is 
wholesale. Dealing almost exclu- 
sively with dealers, the company has 
extended its service program to 
every department and has con- 
centrated efforts in its actual sales 
division. 

Salesmen, above all else, are re- 
quired to know their lines, their 
customers’ needs and merchandis- 
ing. In addition to this simple 
code, the representatives of the 
company are schooled in the poli- 
cies of the company and its pro- 


gram. 
These salesmen, traveling repre- 
sentatives and department heads 


attend regular sales meetings that 
have been carefully prepared as an 
educational and business feature of 
their company.
